Sub: - Public Services , Disciplinary proceedings — Penalty of reduction 

to lower post - Repromotion on expiry of the period of reduc 

tion - Clarification issued . 
According to notes (3 ) and (4) under clause (v ) of sub -rule (1) of 
rule 11 of the Kerala Civil Services (Classification , Control, and Appeal) 
Rules, 1960, and order of reduction to a lower post or to a lower time-scale 
shall entail loss of seniority and an officer so reduced shall take his place in 
the lower grade or in the lower time scale at the top of the list of officers in 
that grade or time-scale. The rule further provides that he shall be considered 
for Promotion (emphasis supplied ) on the completion of the specified period of 
reduction and that on promotion he shall take his place at the bottom of the 
higher grade or higher time-scale. In considering the case of repromotion 
of an officer reduced to a lower post, Government had occasion to examine 
the significance of the words " he shall be considered for promotion " occurr 
ing in the said rule. In that case, the reduction was from a selection post. 
Appointment to selection post has to be made after assessment of suitability 
by the Departmental Promotion Committee. The rulc referred to above 
does not say that the Officer shall be promoted " . But at the same time, if 
the case of the Officer is again referred to the Departmental Promotion 
Committee for considering his suitability for promotion and in case he is 
found unsuitable and cannot therefore the given promotion , the period of 
reduction will exceed the period specific in the order imposing the penalty . 
On examination of the case, Government have been advised that the words 
" shall be considered for promotion " occurring in the said rule only imply 
that the promotion is subject to availabillty of vacancy in the higher post 
and that the officer has to be promoted in the next vacancy which occurs 
after the expiry of the period of reduction specified in the order imposing the 
penalty and that no further assessment of suitability for promotion is ncces 
sary in such cases even in respect selection posts. All the Heads of 
Departments and the departments of the Secretariat etc, arc rcqucsted to 
take note of the above position in dcaling with similar cases.

Dismissal of Shri V. V. John, who was a clerk in the Mulakulim 
Panchayat Service Co-operative S ciety, Peruva, after a domestic inquiry 
has resulted in this reference made by Government as per G.o. (Rt.) 
No 6 /77 /LBR dated 3-1-1977 originally to the Labour Court, Quilon 
where it was fill d as I. D. 2 of 1971. The case came up before mc op 
transfer when this courtwas constituted_afresh .

Shri John was in charge of the manure depor managed by the 
above society . There was an attempt to remove some quantity of manure 
from the godown on 15-7-1973 which was a Sur.day . This gave room for 
suspicion to some of the persons of the locality who had occasion to 
wilness it and two of the Diri ctors of the Society interfered and prevented 
the removal of the manure. The matter w s reported to the Police in 
which Rev. Fr. Abraham Karamel, one of the other Directors of tho 
Society was also implicated as a co-accused But the investigating agency , 
the Police , de ered Rev. Fr. Abraham Karamel from the array of accused 
and he was examined as a witress The case finally ended in acquittal as 
is seen from ihe attested copy of judgment in C. c . 329.73 on the file of 
the Sub -Magistrate s Court, Vaikom . The stand taken up by Shri Jol.n is 
that he had actually sold the manure to Rev. Fr. Abraham Karamel on 
proper bills and that the cash could be credited only the next day as 15th 
happend to a Sunday . The definile contention of the Society is that no 
business could be transacted legally on holidays and Sudays and that thero 
was an express prohibition against it . The finding of the enquiry officer is 
to the following effect: 

“ The irregularities disclosed in the evidence shows that the clerk s 
behaviour amounts to misconduct and temporary misappropriation of 

the society funds ." 
That means that the misconduct said to have been proved is temporary 
misappropriation of funds in not having remitted the money on the samo 
day . 

3. The Management and its counsel did not appear on 14-5-1979 to 
which date the case was posted for evidence. Therefore the Manas ement. 
was set ex -parte and the case proceeded in their absence . The Employee 
on 15-5-1979 to which date the case stood adjourned for his evidence filed 
an affidavit alleging ihe circumstances under which he allowed removal of 
manure. It is stated there in that it was a bonafide sale to Rev. Fr. 
Abraham Karamel, one of the Directors of the Society, on a proper bill. 
He has also produced the attested copy of the judgment in the criminal case 
from which it is seen that he was honourably acquitted. In the circum 
stances I have no hesitation to bold that there was no risconduct of 
misappropriation . So the dismissal is not justified . It is hereby set asido. 
No circumstances are available to deviate from the normal rule that a 
reinstatement must follow when the dismissal is not justifiable. So I order 
the Scciety to reinstate Shri V. V. John in its services with all pase 
benefits of services and arrears in pay. An award is passed accordingly. 

4. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days 
Com the date of its publication in the Government Gazette .

Provided further that in the case of applicants who are employees of 
Co- operative Societies for appo ntment in the Apex Societies and other 
Societics having one or more districts as arca of operation , the maximum 
age limit shall be 50 years.

Rule 183 of Chapter XV of the Kerala Co-operative So -cieties Rules 
provides that a candidate for appointment by direct recruitment must have 
completed 18 years and must not have completed 32 years of age on the first 
day of July of the year in which applications for appointment are invited . 
The usual relaxation allowed to Scheduled Castes Scheduled Tribes and 
other Backward Classes available for recruitment to Public Service is not 
provided for in the above Rules. 

Recently Government in GO . MS 401 /78 /GAD . dated 23rd August 1978 
in the General Administration (Services E ) Department have issued orders 
that the maximum age limits now prescribed for direct recruitmentto various 
categories of post whether by Special Rules or executive orders in respect of 
recruitment to public service will be uniformly raised by 5 years with the 
usual relaxation allowed to Scheduled Castes/ Scheduled Tribes and other 
Backward Classes subject to the further condition that in no case shall the 
maximum age limit exceed 50 years. 

Government have decided to amend Rule 183 of the Kerala Co-operative

The Principals of Polytechnics will be the Chief Superintendent for the 
conduct of the examination. All Principals of the Polytechnics should 
accept the Chief Superintendentships and they will not be exempted 
from this work on any account. 

Candidates who have undergone the prescribed course satisfactorily 
in any one of the recognised Polytechnics in this state and who have 
secured the prescribed minimum attendance ie. 80 % and above are 
eligible to appear for the examination. However necessary condonation 
for the sheytage in attendance can be obtained for valid reasons from the 
competent authority .

( ii) The windows shall be of double-s iding type, with safety of 
tou hened glass, 4.8 mm , thick minimum running smoothly in cannels of 
terylene felt without iaitle . 

(iv). Handles or ki obs shall be provided for morement of the plasses 
of the wiudows. Locking arrangement shall also be provided in the windows 
from the passenger compartment. 

(v ) All safety or toughened glasses used for the windows shall con 
form to IS - 2553. 

(vi) All windows shall be provided with slidir.g curtains. 
10. Venti ation.- (i) Adequate arrangement for ventilation shall be 
provided for the passer ger compariment when the tourist vehicle is in 
motion with the windows closed . 
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( ii) Drivers leg room ventilation shall be provided by an adjustable 
ofapproximately 250 Sq. cms. shall be provided for driver s head room 
ventilation . 

(iii) All ven.ilators and windows shall be such that when closed they 
will not permit ingress of rain water or dust in the passenger compartment. 

11 luggage arrangements.- (i) (a Luggage compartment shall be 
provided at the rear or at the sides or both of the tourist vehicle. The size 
of the compartment shall be such as to allow at least 0.071 cubic metre of 
space per rassenger, If necessary , the floor level at which the seats are 
mounted ma be raised or the chissis frames dropped to accommodate a 
compartment of adequat size. M dific tions adopted for this purpose shall 
be such as will provide compensation for the effect of the modification on 
structural strength . 

(b ) The doors of the said compartment shall be of adequate size 
and shall be rattle-proof, shall presen ingress of dust and water in the 
comp rtmentand shall have suitable locking arrangement. 

(ii) Two light luggage racks, on strong brackets , shall be provided 
inside the passer ger compariment running aling the siules of the tourist 
vehicle. Except where nylon neit ng is used, the underside of the rack shall 
hav, paded upholstry to protect the pa sengers from an accidental hit. 
Similarly, the general design and fitment of the rack shall avoid sharp 
corners, edges ctc , so as to avoid hazards to the passengers . 

12 . Front grill and bumper. --Front grill and bumper shall be such as to 
provide an elegant look . 

13. Painting and finishing:-(i) The tourist vehicle shall be painted in 
“ Nitro- Cellulose" paints of any suitable colour scheme. The recommen 
dations of the paintmanufacturer in respect of surface preparation, process 
of pain ing , drying, rubbing down , etc., shall be carefully followed. 

( ii) A special dı:t nguishing mark ( symbol) as specified in Annexure 
I to this notification shall be pa nted on the sidesof the tourist vehicle or 
displayed prominently on the front wind screen of the sund vehicle. 

14. Seats and eating arrangements.- (i) Seating lay ut shall be two and 
two on either side, viha gangway of at least 355 millimetre width atthe 
centre . Each passer ger sha l have an area at 457 mm X 457 mm minimum 
for the seat and an arm -rest 38 mm vide at least on one side. The seat back 
shall be of full height. 

(ii) The seat frares shall be sturdy, properly finished a d so 
mounted as to transer the weight directly to the structura members of 
frame-work . The seats shall be of reclining type, preferably adjustable. 

(iii) Ma erial recommended for seat cushion and back rest is " Latex 
foam rubber -Grade D E ” of IS 1741. 1 he seat cushion shall be tar ering 
with 430 mm height in the frout and 100 mm in the rear. The sat back 
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shall be 50 mm thick in Latex Foam -Grade B of IS 1741. Both the seat 
and the back shall be covered with Foam Rexine" or " Tapestry Cloth " of 
appropriate colour and design to enhance the appearance , The seat frame, 
the cushions, the back and upholstry shall add up to provide adequaic 
comfort for passengers. 

(iv ) The seats shall be so mounted as to provide at least 280 mm leg 
room from the front of the rear seat to the back of the front seat . A foot 
rest at suitable location and height shal be prowided for every passer ger. 

(v ) The seat for the diver shall be 457 mm x 457 nm properly 
uphols ered and sui ably shapped , both for the seat and the back , to avoid 
fatique, provide comfort and have easy access to the controls. This seat 
shall be adjustable forc-and -aftas well as up-and -down by 100 mm each 
way. 

(vi) The seat for the conductor/attendant shall be located on the left 
of the engine. It shall be so located as to provide easy access to the controls 
of Radio and Public address system . 

15. Lighting .- (i) (a ) Passenger compartment shall be adequately 
illuminated by ci her at least three tube lights , cach of600 mm in length 
and located at such places so as to provide un form level of illumination in 
the entire compartment, or b at least eight electric bu bs, cach of 15-20 
Watts , uniformly spaced in the compartment. The ligt moun ing shall be 
such that bare light is not visible to the seated passengers , so that glare is 
reduced . These lights shallbe controlled by switches located near driver s / 
attender s seat . 

(b ) An arrangements shall be provided to eliminate reflection 
of the light from the passenger compartment on the windscreen which 
distructs the driver . 

(c) In addition to the lights in passenger compartment, at least two 
night-lights with coloured domes , fitted with 15-20 Watts electric bulbs each 
shall be provided in the passenger saloon. 

( i) Front and rear destination boxes, if provided, shall be illumi 
nated by the bulbs of 15-20 Watts each, fitted in a conccaled location and 
nct directly visible from the front of the tourist vehicle. 

(iii ) One independently operated light fitting shall be provided for 
illumination of the drivers attendants seat area. 

(iv ) A light fitting shall be provided for illuminating the stops at 
the passenger entrance door. 

(v ). Each luggage compartment shall have a light fitting for illumi 
nation of that compartment. 

( vi) Wiring in the passenger compartment shall be with low tension 
cable conforming to I. S. 2465, ofsie commensurate with the estimated 
current loading . The wires shall be carried in PVC sleeving or conduit or 
casing of adequate size. When any wire passes through a hole in a pan :l 
or sheet or metalic components, a rubber grommet of adequate size shall be 
provided for protection of the insulation,

The following amendments to the Kerala Financial Corporation Staff 
Regulations, 1966 made by the Board of Directors of the Corporation under 
S. 48 (1) of th Sate Financial Corporations Act, 1951 in consultation 
with the Industrial Development Bank of India and with the previous 
sanction of the State Government are published for general information . 

AMENDMENT 
1. The existing Regulation 60 (ii) is amended as follows : 

The figure " 835 " in the first provision to Regulation 60 (ii) is substi 
tuted with the figure 975 " . 

This amendment will come into force from 1-4-1978 . 

2. Regulation 63. - Medical facilities.-- The regulation 63 is substituted 
with the following : 

" Medical expenses of an employee and his or her family duly certified 
by a Registered Medical practitioner shall be re-imbursed by the Cor 
poration subject to a maximum of Rs. 400 per year for each employee. The 
definition of family for purpose of this Regulation will be as defined in 
Regulation 3 (4 ) of chapter 1 and will include dependent father and/ or 
mother.
